OWI said its findings were based 


on information 
from 
the 
Stale, 


War and Navy Departments 
and 


the Fore'in Economic Administra- 
tion.

ment all favor the United Nations. 
OWI said there are a number of 
factors which may enable Japan to 
prolong the war.
